The men had an 
argument over a debt, which culminated 
in Slaughter striking Sanders with such 
force that he dislocated his neck, death 
resulting instantly.

Sanders was 55 vears old. ‘The trouble | 
arose over an amount of $/5 which Sand- | 


ere owed Mr. Slaughter for rent. 
Slaughter’s statement is: 

“This morning I met Sanders and fie 
offered to settle the account. I refused 
to accept the money as I had put the 
matter into the hands of a lawyer. Sand- 
ers called me several names, and I hit 
him with my open hand. He fell, and I 
walked away. Later I heard 
dead.”’

Mrs. Julia Sanders, widow of the vic- 
tim of the assault, said: 

“Mr. Sanders owed Mr.

after he-had staried the flight. : 

Benbow was aiso handicapned by hav- 
\ing too much gas in his balloon, and it 
(Was necessary for him to allow some of 
the hydrogen to escape during the flight. 
‘For that reason he did not start the 
'motor until he had drifted with the wind 
'for nearivy a mile, 
| During the brief time that the motor 
'was working the airship made headway 
against the wind and answered its rud- 

(ddr perfectly. Shortly afber Benbow 
started his motor he found that the gaso- 
tline had become exhausted and allowed 
ithe Meteor to drift with the wind until 
‘he found a landing place.

1-2 
South Broad strect, which was bur- 
glarized on the night Owen was killed. 
The detectives say that Spencer has 
made a full confession, stating that he 
and Owen committed the burglary, and 
@xonerating Talley. Spencer now. denies 
that he made any confession. 

Detectives Lockhart and Fogg, who 
are working on the case, believe Spence: 
is one of the persons who committed the 
viaduct burglaries. They say they have a 
clear case against Spencer for purgiana 
ting offices at 1! I!-2 South Broad, as he 
hae confessed and enabled them to re- 
cover a lot of stolen goods. 

The officers say that Spencer told them 
He an4 owen and an unknofn third 
Man burglarized four offices at I! 1-2 
South Broad street; that Spencer told 
them where he and Owen had hidaen 
the gold foil the, had stolen from the 
dentist office and they found it in a toilet 
room under a can just as he had told 
them they would; that tney have nau 
Spencer identifiied by a pawnbroker to 
whom he pawned some of the gold foil 
stolen from the dentist.

The fact that Owen, Spencer and Talley 
belong to the best families in the city and 
that they are not grown but merely 
youths, makes the wholé affair a very 
sensationa)] story.

Mrs. Thomas was awakened about 2 
o'clock by a noise on the front porch 
and aroused her hus>and, believing that 
burglars were trying to enter the house. 
Mrs, Thomas began an investigation and 
discovered a fire on the front porch, Mr. 
Thomas picked up a large rug and at- 
tempted to smother the flame when a ter- 
rific explosion occurred. Although but 
a few feet from the missle, he escaped 
injury. The front wall of the house was 
blown in, doors were shattered and an 
immense hole torn in the ground. The 
interior of the building is a wreck, 

A squad of police were on the scene 
in a short time, but no clew to the per- 
petrators of the deed 


after setting the fuse, which exploded 
the bomb. Mr. Thomas saw no one leav- 
ing the premises. The explosion was 
heard for 3 miles.

son, nearly half a billion bushels of 
which will be for export sale, Balti- 
more and the other Atlantic ports 
will not figure very largely in this 
export traffic unless the railroads 
leading to them from across the con- 
tinent give the western shippers 2 
rate that is really competitive. 
present the southern ports have the 
rate advantage, and to add to this dis- 
advantage to the eastern seaports, the 
Central Freight Association has is- 
sued an order to still further advance 
the freight rate on corn to the At- 
lantic seaboard, the order to becom2 
effective December 5. Naturally, Bal- 
timore is much exercised over the 
new order and through her chamber 
of commerce is making a strong fight 
to have it rescinded. The order ap- 
plies to New York, Philadelphia, Nor- 
folk, Savannah and the other chie? 
Atlantic ports, but Baltimore, beirg 
the chief grain port, will be the chief 
loser. New York and Philadelphia, 
through their commercial organiza- 
tions, have joined with Baltimore in 
her protest. 

The Baltimore Sun is showing 2 
lively editorial interest in the matter. 
The Sun points out that the presert 
freight rate for export grain from 
East St. Louis to Baltimore is 15 3-4 
cents per 100 pounds, and to gulf 
ports 11 cents, a differential in favor 
of the gulf of nearly 5 cents. The 
new order of the Central Freight As- 
sociation will increase the rate from 
the Mississippi river to Baltimore to 
17 1-4 cents, increasing the differential 
in favor of the gulf to 6 1-4 cents. The 
ocean rate from Baltimore to Liver- 
pool is but 3 cents per 100 pounds less 
tnan the rate from New Orleans and 
Galveston, leaving the advantage still 
with the gulf ports, as freight rates 
now stand to the foreign destination. 
It is only by superior terminal facili- 
ties that Baltimore has been able to 
hold a fair share of the grain busi- 
ness in the face of southern competi- 
tion. It is feared that the proposed 
advance will prove fatal to this valu- 


It seems that the trans-continental 
railroads are indifferent to the grain 
business, for the reason that other 
kinds of freight pay better for the 
hauling, and their facilities are un- 
comfortably taxed by the grain traf- 
fic. Speaking of this reason, The 
Baltimore Sun says: 


It would appear at first sight that the 
interest of the east and west tsunk lines 
is not very great hecause it is said that 
freighting offered 
Will engage all -the facilities and equip- 
ment of these roads. But trade once lost 
is apt to be lost for good. It is much 
harder to recover it than it 1s to lose it, 
and the time may come when the grain- 
carrying business will be much more 
important to the railroads than it is at 
present. Baltimore is an important point 
for the railroads which center or pass 
through here and everything that tends 
to decrease its trade or importance will 
affect disadvantageously the traffic of 
the railroads; everything which tends 
to build up the commerce of Baltimore 
will help the railroads. It will give busi- 
ness to them in all time to come. There- 
fore our trade bodies have a right to 
hook to the railroad companies for hearty 
and effective cooperation in this most 
important undertaking. 

It argues well for the prosperity 
the railroads are enjoying when they 
can be indifferent to the grain carry- 
ing business because they have a bet- 
ter paying traffic to monopolize their 
rolling stock facilities, but The Sun’s

argument is sound on general prin- 
ciples. The loss of this business will 
naturally affect other kinds of traf- 
fic from the west, once the shippers 


get used to the southern routes.

The Fall River Strike. 

Just what effect the action of the 
American Federation of Labor in re- 
gard to the Fall River strike, taken a 
few days ago during the convention 
which is now in session in: San Fran- 
cisco, will have upon the settlement 
of this dispute, is yet a matter of 
grave discussion. 

The motion was passed providing 
for an assessment of 1 cent per week, 
for three weeks, from all members of 
the American Federation, to go to the 
aid of the 25,000 Fall River operatives 
now out on a strike. It is estimated 
that this will yield to the fund*a total 
of $25,000 per week, or $75,000-alto- 
gether. Since the local unions at Fall 
River have expended not more than 


the strike has already been in pru- 
gress, it might be assumed that the 
aid extended by the national associa- 
tion will enable the strikers to hold 
out for an additional three months. 

It is hardly probable that the ap- 
propriation will have this effect, for 
very apparent reasons. The _ local 
charitable institutions, according to 
reports, have been called upon quite 
heavily to aid the families of many 
operatives who are now in distress on 
account of the strike. One of the 
speakers pleading before the conven- 
tion for aid declared that there were 
more than 1,400 women and children 
who are now being forced to subsist 
on one meal a day, consisting of soup 
and a couple of slices of bread. The 
charitable records of Fall River shaw 
that no less than 1,500 families have 
been assisted during the past week of 
the strike. The statement is now 
made that no further aid will be ex- 
tended by state or local boards of 
charities to the families of those 
operatives who persist in remaining 
out. The burden upon the unions will 
thus be seriously increased. 

It is natural to suppose that the 
Small savings which the industrious 
and frugal operatives have laid by, to 
tide over a situation like the present, 
have probably been eaten up by the 
demand for the absolute necessities of 
living during the past seventeen 
weeks of inactivity and non-produc- 
tion. Moreover the winter season is 
now on and the question of fuel has 
become a serious one. The local offi- 
cials hope that the timely aid ex- 
tended by the national association witi 
enable them to prosecute their fight 
to a successful issue. Whether or 
not the advance will’ enable them to 
nold out for three months longer is 
a matter of intense interest. ‘The 
situation is in reality an appalling 
one and the sufferfng among the 
operatives who are out bids fair to 
become accute. 

The manufacturers stubbornly-claim 
that they will fight to the finish ani 
that they are really in a better pos:- 
tion with the mills idle than they 
would be in the event of a resumption 
on the basis of the old wage scale. 
From all present indications, there- 
fore, it seems not improbable that the 
present status of affairs will continue 
into the opening months of next 


year. 
| About ten days ago the information 
/was sent out from what seemed re- 
‘liable sources, that the mills would 


i'resume on Monday, the 14th instanx. 


The day came and passed, however, 


‘and the factory whistles failed to 


Summon the operatives to take their 
places by the looms. Southern cot- 
ton farmers were looking forward to 
the large purchases of the Fall River 
mills to give an upward trend to the 
cotton market and probably to elevate 
the price of the staple to the antici- 
pated 12 cents per pound. This result 
is one that would mean much to 
growers throughout the south ani 
would see the very general marketing 
of the staple that has been held, b; 
what seems almost universal agree- 
ment, until a price of 12 cents can be 
secured. The farmers believe their 
staple is wofth the amount which has 
been thus fixed by practically generel 
consent, and from the present trend 
of opinion they will hold on for that 
price. There is no questioning the 
fact, however, that the failure of the 
Fall River mills to enter the market 
for their new supply of cotton is a 
serious disappointment. 

Just at present the emphatic decla- 
rations of both parties to the dis- 
tressing Fall River strike give no 
promise of an early settlement of the 
difficulty. The very nature of the con- 
tention puts out of the question a sim- 
ple solution of the trouble and both 
sides are obdurate. Unless some solu: 
tion is soon reached by mutual con 
sent and through mutual concessions 
in may be that the industry in Fall 
River will be injured beyond its abi!-

Arguing as to the scientific feat, 
of football Mr, Heisman claims tha:

football and chess in this regard. 

First, I would suggest the injustice 
chess in classing it with the sports. Woe! 
[ster defines sport, ‘Diversion 
field, as fewling, hunting, fishing ro 
games and the like, especially 
money is staked.”’ On this last ides 
has always been admitted that chess & 
the one game that does nat require 
inducement of money to keep up the } 
terest. Then again the word sport ec 
from ‘“‘disport.’"’ meaning to carry yo 
away, clearly pointing to the physica!

‘young Paul Morphy left his home in 
New Orleans, the historian informs us 
that one after another of the great play- 
ers of Europe fell before his strength 
until there were put two left of inter- 
ational renown—Herr von der Lasa and 
Professor Anderssen, the chess champion 
of the world. The first of these was 
representing his government at the court 
of Brazil, while the other was professor 
of mathematics in the University of 
Breslau, and he consented to meet the 
challenger with the result that he was 
vanquished like the others. On re- 
iturn from his triumphant tour the next 
\spring Mr. Morphy was met in the chapel 
of the University of New York and pre- 
sented with a magnificent set of gold and 
silver chess men and board to match. 
Some one said of Henry Thomas Buck- 
ler that “if he had never written his 
great work of ‘Civilization’ the chess 
which he played at Simpson's, in Lon- 
don, would haye made him immortal.” 
Chess has a place in the world's settled 
opinion, above that of all other games.

Tobacco Cutting Wheels. 

There is considerable plug tobacco con- 
sumed in this country. and in each one 
of the atores devoted to the sale of ma- 
terial of this character there must be 
some means of cutting the large ‘‘plugs,”’ 
in which the tobacco is generally put up. 
This cutter has been invariably of the 
same type which has been used for many 
years, and consisting of a very homely 
arrangement of a blade with a vertical 
movement working on the end of a iong 
lever. 

An improvement which has the advan- 
tage of being more compact and more 
sighthy as well as taking up less room, 
thas been recently introduced for the pur- 
pose of severing the great cakes of tobac- 
co leaves into desirable sizes. This is a 
fixture which is secured to the wall, or 
other suitable upright, and therefore, 
takes up no room on the or 
shelves. It consists mainly of two arms 
of heavy spring metal properly secured 
to a plate which is meant to be fastened 
to the wall. The far extremities of the

And yet 
Auburn had been overrated, her team 
was not able to do ite work, and Georgia 
won a clear-cut victory by the score of 
12 to 8. A field goal told the points scored 
by Auburn, as her eleeven’ never came 
nearer Georgia’s goal Hine than the 25- 
yard line. 

In 1903 Georgia was the favorite in the 
fight for the annual honors, but Auburn 
showed all her courage and al) her skill 
and again the surprise of the season 
came in the magnificent work of the\Av- 
burn team in the first half, in which 
Auburn scored 13 points. Still Georgia’ 
won 22 to 13. “Bihy 

This is a history of the past three years. 
It may be that Auburn has about spent 
herself in her earlier victoriesy and there 
are those who scent a Georgia victory 
in the air. At any rate, the boys in 
Athens who wear the red ‘and the black 
are working NMke fiends to be in the best 
of shape for that game.
